Reilly, the&{ mysterious presence at the 
Goverr ment luijding, is still held in secret 
custody. No pergon has been allowed to see 
him except the officials, but, notwitistanding 


this fact, the most material evidence 
elicited at the inquiry is in the pos- 
session of the indicted parties, a fact 


which leaves no reason why the public should 
be kept in furtherignorance. Although Mitch- 
ellis kept a close prisoner inthe fourth story 
his statement was Obtained by a PosT-Di1s- 
PATCH reporter. In substance it is as follows: 
‘*My right name isJas. Pendergrast. I gave 
the name of John Mitchell be- 
cause that was the name that I 
tried to. vote on election day. I was 
with several other fellows at the time. On 
election morning Isaw acrowd of fellowsina 
wagon and [jumpedin. They were whooping 
itup, andI didn’task them any questions. I 


don’t know who the man was that wasin 
charge of the party, but I’d know him 
if ] saw him again. On the 
way down town he took outa lot oi slips of 
paper containing names to be voted on, The 
one I got had the name of John 
Mitchell on’ it. All the other fel- 
lows yoted e° «ept me and another fellow 


who hadthe name of W. B. Christian. That 
Supervisor objected and Paddy Golden said 
we had aright to vote. Hetold usto getinto 
the wagon and we drove over to the City Hall. 
We did not go in but Golden did. He went 
into the back room there and saw somebody. 
We wasn’t asked any questions by any body. 
WHEN GOLDEN CAME OUT 
he had two certificates of registration, and 
we went back to the poll. We got arrested 
there and were taken down to this building. 
Jim Busby came down and went and got Eddie 
Butler, who went on my bond in the sum 
of $1,000. Iwent away and went to-see some 
attorneys. I told them allaboutit, and asked 
whatI should do, Mr. Martin said, ‘Well, if 
that’s the case you had better go up there and 
throw yourself on the mercy of the Court.’ 
I was going to do this and 
came down here to answer the charge. I 
came up-stairs about 10:30 o’clock, and I 
didn’t see anybody around, so I went down- 
stairs again. When I went down I met Pat 
McNamara and Constable Conway. We were 
talking about iy case, and we walked 
outon the street. Imet Jim Busby out there 
and we took adrink, then we walked down to 
Fourth street. Busby was the man that got 
me the bond. He gave me a dollar, 
and said, ‘Yougo over to East St. Louis; 
I’ll come overand see you this aiternoon. 
We’ll beat the bond first and then we’ll beat 
the case. Lwentoverto East St. Louis, and 
that afternoon Busby and McNamara came 
over. They gave me $27 incash anda ticket 
on the Chicago & Alton Road to Chicago. I 
left that night and went to Chicago straight. 
While Il was there I went under the nameof 
teilly. I wrote toa friend named Green here 
and told him about where I was aud where he 


could write to me. It was these let- 
ters that were found on me 
when I was arrested *~by that detective. 


I went beforethe Grand-jury on last Friday 
and gavo my testimony then. I was the last 
witness that day and wasn’t taken before 
them untll ali the other witnesses and people 
around here had gone away.’’ 
.ACARE AT THE FOUR COURTS. 

The Announcement in the papers that the 
Tnited States Grand-jury had returned another 
batch of indictments against parties not yet 
arrested has created considerable consterna- 
tion atthe Four Courts among some of the 
city and State employes. This morning a man 
came to the building and inquired for one of 
the deputy sheriffs, After being told that hq 
was not present the man entered Judge 
Noonan’s private room. Deputy Court-Clerk 
Fitzgerald came to the conclusion that 
the caller was a United States Deputy 
Marshal, and that he wanted to arrest 
the deputy on an indictment.

THE ARRESTS. 

Leonard Thornhill, who was appointed clerk 
ofelection for Precinct Ninety-eight of the 
Tenth Ward, was the first prisoner brought 
in to-day under the capiases issued esterday. 
He is employed at the Little Brown Jug saloon. 
He was arrested on one of the first indict- 
ments found by the Grand-jury and gave bond 
for his appearance in the sum of $2,500, with 
James Cullinane as security. On hia second 
arraignment he gave his personal recog- 
nizance and to-day renewed the same on the 
new indictment, in which he is charged with 
having by fraud and intimidation, deprived 
forty-seven legal voters of the 98th precinct 
of their vote atthe last election. He was re- 
leased to appear on the order of the Court. 

Edward Green, clerk at the oflice of Jus- 
tice James Spaulding, southeast corner 
of Twelfth and Olive streets, was 
rearrested this morning, but was released on 
his own recognizance. Green was first indict- 
ed as a judge of election for Precinct 100 of the 
Tenth Ward, and charged with having falsified 
the returns of that precinct to give Nathan 
Frank thirty-five of Glover’s votes for Con- 
gress. Green made statements which brought 
about an investigation and his indictment. 
He had, however, only acted as clerk and not 
as judge,as was charged in the indictment. To 
remedy this mistake a new indictment was re. 
turned yesterday. 

At noon to-day John E. Kelley, bDarkeeper 
at Blong’s saloom, a Tenth Ward stronghold, 
at Jefferson avenue and Morgan street, was 
arrested by United States Deputy Marshal 
Cousins, An indictufent against Kelly 
charges him with having registered in the 
name of other parties. This is .the first in- 
dictment against him.

| LOUD AND DEEP.

THE INDIGNATION OVER THE DILLON INCI- 
DENT IN PARLIAMENT. 


Gladstene’s Revelation—Archbishop Croker 
Advocates Non-Payment of Rent—Bis- 
marck Determined to Have a Majority 
inthe New Keichstag—The War Scare— 
Foreign News. 


SpeciaiCatiegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 18.—Yesterday Mr. Dillon 
carried out the plan to which he alluded three 
days ago, namely, leaving the dock in Dublin 
vO appear in the Commons; and from his seat 
inuipeach the action of the Government, as he 
said, in deliberately and maliciously packing 
a jury to convict him and his fellow-travers- 
ers. He arose amid great excitement, every- 
one believing thatascene which would be 
historical was about to be enacted. The 
Speaker’s action was entirely unanticipated 
by the Irish members, who are usually so 
sharp in matters of parliamentary procedure. 

THE CONTROVERSY. 

The following is a verbatim report of the 
conversation between the Speaker and Dillon 
on the subject. After alluding to the attempt 
of the Crown to appoint a personal enemy of 
himself, practically to a position of his prose- 
cutor, Dillon said: ‘‘Why was not the panel 
regularly struck?’’ 

The Speaker said: ‘‘I’m sorry to interrupt 
the gentleman, but it is not competent for 
him to anticipale the motion of the honorable 
member for West Belfast (Sexton), with refer- 
ence to jury packing.’’ = 

Mr. Dillon said he hardly expected inter- 
ruption from the chair. He was on his trial. 
The jury had been deliberately and malicious- 
ly packed by his enemies. 

The Speaker replied: ‘‘The honorable gentle- 
man has just committed a flagrant violation of 
myruling. Ifthe honorable gentleman re- 
fers to jury packing, I must interfere.’’ 

Mr. Dillon said he accepted the Speaker’s 
ruling, but he was not referring to jury-pack- 
ing, butthe striking of apanel. [Ministerial 
laughter.] He would ask whether he was 
entitled to move, as an amendment, the in- 
sertion of the words: ‘‘To assure her Majesty 
that while deeply regretting the action of the 
Irish Executive with reference to the state of 
the trials now proceeding in Dublin.’’

GETTING DOWN TO WORK. 


THE MISSOURI HOUSE TO HOLD NIGHT -SES-. 
SIONS AFTER FEBRUARY 12. 


Representative Curran Raids the Lobbyists 
—The Senate Gives Submission a Parting 
Kick—Labor Legislation—Bills Passed by 
the Senate—Lively Debate Over the Joint 
Railroad Bill in the House—Proceedings 
of the Missouri Legislature. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCR. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., February 18.—The 
House this morning adopted the Church reso- 


lution to hotd-night sessions on and after Feb- 
ruary 21. 

Mr. Curran of st. Louis created some little 
excitement by calling for the enforcement of 
the rules prohibiting the presence of lobbyists 
on the floor of the House. He objected par- 
ticularly to Mr. Schnitzer, Manager of the 
Singer Sewing Machine Company, who, he 
claimed, was endeavoring to defeat his bill 
against the holding of mortgages on sewing 
machines. The Speaker directed the Sergeant- 
at-Arms to clear the floor and Mr. Schnitzer 


decamped. 
The Senate adjourned till Monday at 2 


o’clock. 
THE SENATE. 

The Senate, this morning, gave submission 
a parting kick, and at the same time estab- 
lisued an important precedent which is likely 
to prove troublesome in the near future, when 
the passage of the Senate militia bill is at- 
tempted in the House, by adopting the Saiton- 
stall resolution, which, in effect, declares 
that because the Senate defeatea one sub- 
mission resolution it would be a waste 
of time to consider any other meas- 
ure of a similar nature, even though 
it had already passed the other branch 
ofthe General Assembly, and therefore the 
House submission resolution should be indefi- 
nitely postponed. When the elerk had read 
the resolution, Senator McGinnis moved that 
it be adopted and spread on the Senate jour- 
nal, 

Senator Castleman moved to amend by in- 
cluding in the record the Presi- 
dent’s ruling that the mere fact that the Sen- 
ate had already acted on submission, did not 
necessarily preciude thé rossibility of the 
passage by the Senate of the House submission 
resolution, The amendmént was adopted and 
Senator McGinnis’ motion to adopt the entire 
resolution then prevailed by the following 
vote: 

Yeas: Senators Allen, Ball, Castleman, Clay- 
combe, Davisson, Downing, Hazel, Hunter, 
Johnson of Montgomery, Kerwin, Ketchum, 
McGinnis, Mackay, Mansfield, Moran, Ryors, 
Saltonstall, Sears, Smith and Wood—20. 

Nays: Senators Gideon, Johnson of Madison, 
Parcher, Proctor, Seabourn, Sheldon, Simrall, 
Sparks and Taggart—4». 

Senator Sheldon introduced a bill making it 
a felony for any person or persons to prevent 
or attempt to prevent other persons from ac- 
cepting employment or attempting by threats 
or intimidation to prevent them from working. 
It is designed to protect employes and em- 
ployers during strikes. 

The following bills were read a third time 
and passed: 

An act to legalize the taking of depositions 
of convicts within the walls of the State Pen- 
itentiary. 

An actentitling cities of 100,000 inhabitants 
or over to two Justices of the Peace in addi- 
tion to the number allowed by law to the 
township in which such city may be situated. 

Exempting from taxation real estate and per- 
sonal property used exclusively by agricult- 
ural or horticultural societies, 

THE HOUSE. 

In the House this morning Chairman Brown 
of the Internal Improvements Committee re- 
ported from the committee several amend- 
ments tothe joint railroad bili to prevent ex- 
tortion, discrimination, pooling, ete. He et- 
plained that, with one exception, which 
strikes out the clause placing the retail and 
wholesale traffic on an equal footing and per- 
mits instead discrimination in rates in favor 
of wholesale shipments, the amendments all 
were designed to correct little verbal inaccu- 
racies. 

Dr. Goodykoontz caught the Speaker’s eye. 
He said: ‘‘In view of the fact that there area 
number of these amendments I move thatthe 
bill with the amendments be ordered printed 
for the information of the House.’’ 

This apparently innocent motion stirred up 
no end of opposition from Messrs. Sebree, 
Brown, Shelton and other members of the 
committee, who acted pretty much as if they 
discovered in ita scheme te defeat consider- 
ation of the measure by repeated postpone- 
ments and a number of rather excited 
speeches were made on both sides in which 
Chas. Noland alone of the entire House, came 
to oodykoontz’ rescue. Finally Dr. Goody- 
koontz said: ‘‘l had no intention of doin 
anything wrong when I_made my motion, an 
I think. the gentlemen are unnecessarily 
alarmed. I withdraw my motion.’’ 

A few minutes later the bill cameup for en- 
grossment. Brown of Kansas City moved the 
adoption of the amendments reported and 
recommended by the joint committees. 

Bodin of Randolph madeaspeech in favor 
of an amendment which he said was designed 
to protect small intermediate towns and cities 
by providing that the same rate shall be 
charged by railroad companies from interme- 
diate to terminal points, as from terminal to 
intermediate points. 

Moore of Laclede, Noland of St. Lonis, Booth 
of Franklin and other prominent members 
discussed other amendments and suggestions 
which were offered by different members, but 
none of which were adopted. , 

Miller of Kansas City took a bold stand 
against the clause of the bill prohibiting pool- 
ing, butfailed toreceive support from any 
quarter. 

The debate was long and dreary and ac- 
complished nothing. The Honse took a recess 
until 2 o'clock pending the discussion.

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BUTLER ON THE STAND, 


Progress ‘of the Suit of Lester Against the 
General. 


NEw York, February 18.—The suit of J. H. 
Lester against Gen. B. F. Butler was contin- 
ued to-day in the United States Circuit Court. 
A juryman being ill, by consént of both par- 
ties the case proceeded with eleven jurors. 
Cornwell Bradley of Newark, N. J., testified 
that he lived in Richmond from 1854 to 1873. 
During the war he wasengaged in manu- 
facturing ammunition for the Confederate Gov- 
ernment. He knew Lester and knew him 


to be engaged in manufacturing carbines for 
the Confederacy. It was generally known 
that Lester wasa partner inthe Lester Com- 
any, and that Be was called Col. Lester. 
itneéss was near Lester’s shop nearly every 
day and never saw him working at anything. 
He saw guns made at the factory. 

Gen. Butler was the next witness. He said 
he had no pecuniary interest in the suit, as, 
by an act of Congress, all officers were indém- 
nifled against all damages. He was assigned 
a3 a military general in the department of Vir- 
giniain 1834. The witness continued: 

*‘I took command in November, 1863, While 
in the discharge of my duties a charge was 
brought in to me against J. H. Lester. I 
called on Mr. Lester and he handed me a let- 
ter from Mr. Whiting of Boston. I read the 
letter and then asked Lester what I eould do 
forhim. He said: ‘I want to get my family 
through by a flag-of truce boat.’ I told him he 
would have to wait for several days and he 
scemed troubled. I asked him if he had any 
money. This I did because it was then our 
habit to furnish refugees with money if they 
had none. Then Mr. Davenport camein. He 
handed me a note, which Mr. Davenport testi- 
fied to, telling me that he knew Lester and 
that he wasa scoundre}l.’’ 


FALSE REPORTS. 


Mistaken for a Serious

The Coopers’ Strike in New York—Driving 
Off Labor Agents. 


New York, February 18.—The strike of 
coopers in this city has not yet interfered with 
the trade of the millers, partly because itis 
now the dull season and there is an immense 
stock of barrels on hand, and from the fact 
that the Knights of Labor Assembly, No. 49, 
have not yet been able to get control of the 
men employed at one of the largest cooper- 
ages in the vicinity. Another reason that the 
a failure is that the desire 
of many of the coopers to return to 
work causés a Iack of confidence in 
District Assembly, No. 49. The cause of this 
want of faith is the fiasco made by the ’long- 
shoremeh’s strike and the repudiation by No. 
49 of all responsibility when failure had to be 
acknowledged, and the refusal to support 
those ’longshoremen who had given up good 
positions to obey the call of the committee to 
come out. The master coopers have large 
stocks of barrels on hand and a plentiful sup- 
ply can be obtained from the many little coop- 
erages, which only employ from six to twenty 
men, and which are scattered all over the city. 
One man says he will bring colored 


men from his North Carolina shops if the 
strikers won’t accept his terms. He will keep 
them out anyway now until Aprill. He always 
has paid the men’s own rates, and treated 
them right, and now he will conduct his busi- 
ness as he pleases, and not as the men 
choose to dictate. If necessary  Darrels 
will be brought from Minneapolis, where 
there are millions always on hand. 
But it is not expected that this 
will be necessa Many of tne coopers who 
went out only did so from fear of persona! in- 
jury, and would embrace the first chance they 
can get to work. 

The ’longshoremen'are gradually finding 
places, if not on the pliers, elsewhere, and it is 
estimated that two-thirds of the strikers aré 
now at work. 


Driving Away Labor Agents. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., February 18.—The labor 
question is still agitating the farmers and 
planters of the hill country of Central Missis- 
sippi, and those who are losing their hands 


are making it hot for the labor agents. The 
latest sensation in tiris line is the expulsion of 
H H. Haromond, an old resident of Harris- 
ton, of the Mississippi Valley Road, from that 
town, for inducing negroes to leave the coun- 
try fortheswamps. Hammond is well-to-do, 
and for some weeks past he has been 
suspected of being a silent partner in one of 
the labor agencies operating in that neighbor- 
hood. Asthe planters continued to lose their 
tenants, detectives were engaged to discover 
who it was that has persuaded so many negroes 
to leave the country, and after a party of 
twenty-five first-class fleld hands departed 
through Harriston, it was discovered that 
Hamipond was the agent who enticed them 
to leave. The agents had been warned 
away from  MUHarriston, and no excep- 
tion was made in Hammond’s case. He 
was not molested until the detectives 
were fully satisfied that it was through him so 
many negroes had been carried off. H. B. 
McClure of Fayette was found to be equally 
guilty, and an indignation meeting was held 
atthe Fayette Court-house. A committee of 
twenty-five was selected to wait on the men 
and warn them away. McClure was notified 
and at once lettthe place. The planters called 
on Hammond and gaye him twenty-four hours 
in which to leave. He was not allowed to 
argue and as the committeemen evidently 
meant business he did not hesitate. Both 
men are now in Vicksburg. 


Tanners Resume Work. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., February 18.—The Allegheny 
tanners, who struck three weeks ago for an 


advance in wages of 25 cents per day, have de- 
cided to resume work next Monday at the old 
wages. 


COMPLETELY SUBMERGED. 


The Flood in South Chicago Extending— 
Danger at Lyons, Mich 


CHICAGO, February 18.—The inhabitants of 
South Chicago and their hopes for a diminu- 
tion of the flood, which the bright weather of 
Wednesday promised, were dampened by yes- 
terday’s rain and it is feared considerable 
damage willbe done, should the water rise 
much higher. The streets and sidewalks in 
the northern part of the town are invisible 
and the cellars completely filled with 
water. The water in the yards of 
some houses is several feet deep and at 
one house the water reaches the level of 


the first floor, compelling the occupants to 
move. The river was several inches higher 
than on Wednesday and was still rising last 
night. Inthe neighborhood of Cummings the 
water was much deeper yesterday. The 
track of the Belt Line Railroad is at least six 
inches under water, and the rails of the Rock 
Island are partiy submerged. In One Hundred 
and Sixth street the water is from six to 
eighteen inches deep. A severe thunder and 
lightning storin prevailed last evening, during 
which the house of E. T. Martin, in Hyde 
Park, was struck and sustained considerabie 
damage, the lightning tearing a ragged hole 
inthe roef and demolishing the ceilings and 
walis. Running down the chimney it entered 
the .itchen range, which was completely de- 
stroyed.

A Pet Whale.

, AD immense whale is ‘‘knocking about” 
in the water at Santa Monica. It is quite 
tame, and the inhabitants take great 
pleasure in feeding it and watching its 
antics in the water. He is so friendly that 
he will follow a boat at a respectable dis- 
tance and eat the food thrown to him. 
He is especially fond of fruit. Of course 
there is no way to fill him up; 
but he knows when he has enough, 
and, when satisfied, takes a plunge and 
disappears. Whales are shy monsters, 
and when it comes to enjoying the com- 
‘any of human beings, no such fact was 
ever freeorded before. Some years ago 
a whale was captured and placed in an 
aquariiugm in Paris, where he became an 
object of great interest. It grew to great 
size and was not siow in responding to 
the calls of its keeper. The constant 
stream of visitors naturally made it lose 
its shyness, and it often seemed to enjoy 
the presence’ of sight-seers. This 
whale was in 1883 sold to a show- 
man in London for. the  hand- 
some sum of 325,000. Great trouble was 
experienced in loading it on the schooner 
Misty Way; but the trouble did not end 
there. While in a gale in the channel the 
vessel was badly wrecked, and the huge 
wooden tank. which stood on the upper 
deck, was smashed and the valuable in- 
mate escaped. The sailors, when they 
saw the whale floundering on the deck, 
were thunderstruck and made for the rig- 
ging. 

_It is just possible that this most preco- 
clous whale at Santa Monica is the same 
one that endured captivity at Paris and 
made its escape. He evidently belongs to 
the species known as thé sebbaldius sul- 
fureus, as the body is large and relatively 
slender, and is capable of great speed. 
Just how long this marine visitor will re- 
main in these soutbern waters is not 
known; he may disappear as mysteriously 
and unceremoniously as he appeared upon 
the scene. The SantaMonica people are 
enjoying him, and it isto be hoped no at- 
tempt will be made at a capture.

e poor all his life what can be of more 
use to him than contentment? That is the 
great difference between Northern and 
Southern poverty. What does a tar-heel 
mountaineer care about strikes? What 
does he care because other people are 
— underclothing? He don’t care a 
cent. | 

He hitches up his little two-year-old 
speckled heifer to a Democratic wagon, 
hauls 40 cents’ worth of w6od to town, 
and goes home contented. Verily, the 
South is where contentment is at. 

I feel safe in saying you would do we 
here. a 

You could work here all day through 
the winter and play lawn tennis in your 
slfirt-sleeves by moonlight, or chase the 
festive coon from precipice to precipice. 

So come any time, I will be at the depot 
when you arrive. Would it annov you if I 
were to bring the band down tothe depot 
with me?

‘*Crank’’ Legally Defined. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

Judge Blodgett’s preliminary decision in the 
libel suit of one A. H. Walker against the 
Tribune is highly valuable as showing the 
legal responsibilities that attach to the use of 
theterm ‘‘crank’’in public discussion. Judge 
Blodgett cited the following definition from 
Ogilvie’s ‘‘Imperial Dictionary,’’ published 
in England in 1883, and reprinted in this coun- 
try in 1835: 


Crank—Some strange action caused by a 
twist of judgment; a caprice; a whim; a 
crotchet; a vagary. ‘*Violent of temper; 
subject to sudden cranks.’’—[Carlyle. 


The same definition is adopted in that valu- 
able American work, Fallows’ ‘‘Progressive 
Dictionary,’’ edition of 15885. _ According to 
these authorities ‘‘crank’’ is a most service- 
able word, and it is high time it should re- 
ceive some measure of judicial recognition 
and approval. Respectable lexicographers 
like Ogilvie and Fallows deny that ‘‘crank’’ 
jis aslang term, and now that Judge Blodgett 
has declared it not inherently libélous the 
word may well receive a candid, friendly 
greeting from even the most fastidious. Clear- 
ly it supplies a placein the language not oth- 
erwise filled. Oftentimes it is not desirable to 
say that a person is whimsical, erratic, preju- 
diced or unreasonable, since these terms 
are rather vague, but the word ‘‘crank’’ is 
more specific, and describes aptly an individ- 
ual who is suffering frqm a twist or perver- 
sion of sound judgment in respect to a par- 
ticular matter. As Judge Blodgett says, the 
term is not libelous and does not import 
moral turpitude, and, according to the au- 
thorities cited, it does not imply general 
mental inferiority,but rather a whim or preju- 
dicen respect to some specified subject.

Wheat Longs Find No One to Sell to—An 
Off Day in Provisions.

SUNDAY OBSERVANCE. 


LEGISLATION IN MISSOURI AND GROWTH OF 
THE SENTIMENT. 


Sabbath Laws in This State From 1814 to 
the Present Time—Peculiarities of Early 


Statutes—Increase of Penalties. 


Missourians have never had the real Puritan- 
brand, indigo-dyed laws that limited the enjoy- 
ment of the Sabbath in Connecticut, when re- 
ligion and politics were mixed oftener than 
they are in these degenerate days. It has 
never been acrime inthis State to kiss one’s 
own wife onSunday. Nosumptuary legisla- 
tor has ever dared to make smiles—the word 
as Webster defines it—illegal on the Lord’s 
day in this State. But there have been strings 
tied to the citizens of this commonwealth, 
metes and bounds have been setto their 5un- 
day hilarity throughout its history. Every 
meeting of the Legislature has brought out of 
their caves the Sabbatarian and anti-Sabbata- 
rian, who have asked the passage or defeat of 
legislation pertaining to the observance of 
the first day of the week ‘‘commonly 
called Sunday.’’ Just now at Jefferson 
City there is an attempt being made to repeal 
the law of 1837. That law was passed for the 
especial benefit of the owners of beer gardens 
in St. Louis, permitting them, although all toil 
was to be suspended inthe city and all beer 
gardens and saloons in the State were to be 
closed, to keep open and do business. This 
law has been attacked in every Legislature 
since its passage, and the war on it iowis 
very bitter. What all this agitation will come 
to remains to be seen. 

The first Lord’s Day act in Christendom was 
an edict of Constantine A. D. 321. He prohib- 
ited all work in towns, but agricultural labor- 
ers were allowed to use their own sweet pleas- 
ure in deciding whether or not they would 
work or play. There was no limitation of the 
indulgence in pleasures which were then pop- 
ular. In England there sprung up at one time 
under the ruvie of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church u too-strict observance 


of the Sabbath for some persons in 
power who secured it to be taught in the 
churches that abstinence from workon Sun- 
day during harvest grievously offended God. 
In the fourth Edward’stime it was enacted 
that in case of need all persons were free to 
follow their calling, work or ride on Sunday. 
Only unnecessary labor was prohibited. 
During Llizabeth’s reign

on Sunday, but in 1580, in deference to the 
growing spirit of Puritanism which was then 
manifest, she decreed that play-houses were 
to be closed on the sabbath. This did not pro- 
hibit all pleasuring, forin 15838 altarge scatfold 
fallin Paris Garden, London, on Sunday, and 
many persons were killed. This accident was 
bruited abroad as the judgment of God on 
evil-doers, and led to the strengthening of the 
Sabbath avitation.

oftiorces of daily necessity or other work 
of necessity or charity.’* It expressly 
provided that ‘‘no person who was 4 
member of any religious society, who ob- 
served as a Sabbath any other day of the week 
than Sunday or the Christian Sabbath, shoulk 
be liable to the penalty thereby incurred so 
that they observe one dayin sevén agreeable 
to the regulations aforesaid, saving to ferry- 
men the right of crossing passengers.’’ 

The territorial act was substantially re-en- 
acted in the revised laws of 1825. In 1835 the 
penalty was made for ‘‘laboring-’’ instead of 
’? In the reyision of 
1825 there was added a penalty for ‘‘any white 
person shooting, horse racing, cock fighting, 
hunting or of frequenting tippling houses or 
groceries on the first day of the week, called 
Sunday or Sabbath; this not to include ani- 


mals that destroy tame stock, growth or 
grain.’’ 
IN 1835 


this section was changed soastoread: ‘‘Every 
person who shall be convicted of horse-racing, 
cock-fighting or playing at cards or games of 
any kind,’’ ete. Besides the changes above 
mentioned the provision of 1825 also added a 
penaity for ‘‘exposing to sale any wares, 
merchandise, goods or chattels, or Keeping
